To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Irlam  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  report  on  the  health  of  the 
district  for  the  Year  1970. 

The  mid-year  population  of  the  Urban  District  as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar  General,  was  20,330,  an  increase  of  100  from  mid-1969. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was  371 
giving  an  adjusted  live  birth  rate  of  21.7  per  thousand  population,  compared 
with  an  adjusted  rate  of  23.6  per  thousand  for  the  previous  year. 

A total  of  eight  infants  under  the  age  of  one  died  during  the  year, 
giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  22  per  thousand  live  births.  This  rate  is 
above  the  national  average  for  England  and  Wales  which  for  the  year  under 
review  was  18  per  thousand.  If  however  one  takes  the  average  infant  mortality 
rate  for  the  Urban  District  over  the  past  five  years  the  rate  is  14 
per  thousand  live  births  well  below  the  national  average.  This  again 
illustrates  the  danger  in  drawing  conclusions  from  annual  statistical  returns 
when  dealing  with  relatively  small  population  groups.  The  fact  that  the 
average  infant  mortality  rate  in  the  district  is  low  reflects  considerable 
credit  on  the  midwifery  services  in  the  area. 

Once  again  it  is  a pleasure  to  report  that  no  death  attributable 
to  childbirth  occurred  during  :the  year. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  1970  was  186,  giving 
an  adjusted  death  rate  per  thousand  population  of  12.4. 

From  a perusal  of  the  statistical  material  in  the  body  of  the 
report  it  will  be  seen  that  20%  of  the  total  deaths  were  attributed  to  cancer 
and  of  the  total  38  deaths  due  to  this  disease  16  were  due  to  cancer  of  the 
lung  and  bronchus.  This  is  the  highest  ever  recorded  number  of  lung  cancer 
deaths  in  the  district  and  again  emphasize,  if  any  further  emphasis  was 
required,  that  the  preventive  measures  taken  against  this  disease  are  having 
very  little  effect  in  the  community.  It  is  extremely  difficult  to  know  what 
further  action  can  be  taken  to  persuade  the  public  to  cut  down  its  consumption 
of  cigarette  tobacco  since  quite  extensive  action  on  this  health  education 
front  appears  to  be  making  very  little  impact.  It  would  seem  that  the 
majority  of  heavily  addicted  cigarette  smokers  are  willing  to  take  the 
ultimate  gamble  with  their  own  lives  rather  than  forego  the  pleasures  of 
smoking. 


The  other  main  lethal  disease,  Ischaemic  Disease  of  the  Heart 
accounted  for  forty  deaths,  a decrease  of  eighteen  on  the  figure  for  the 
previous  year. 


During  the  year  there  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious 
disease  although  an  increased  incidence  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  was 
reported.  Forty  four  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  and  although 
no  death  or  serious  complication  was  attributed  to  this  disease  it  is  a 
little  worrying  that  so  many  cases  occurred  in  the  district.  This  increased 
incidence  has  been  noted  in  other  areas  in  recent  years  which  suggests 
that  the  preventive  measures  available  against  the  disease  are  not  so 
effective  as  they  might  be.  Either  there  are  an  insufficient  number  of 
children  being  immunised,  or  the  vaccine  being  used  is  not  affording 
sufficient  protection.  This  has  now  been  the  subject  of  scientific 
investigations  with  a view  to  improving  the  potency  of  the  vaccine  and 
it  is  hoped  that  modified  vaccines  now  available  will  ensure  better  control 
of  the  disease  in  the  future.  Parents  of  course  might  play  their  part  by 
ensuring  that  their  children  are  presented  for  vaccination  at  the  appropriate 
time. 

In  addition  to  the  various  immunological  procedures  detailed 
in  the  report,  vaccination  against  Rubella  is  now  being  offered  to  all  girls 
between  the  age  of  12  and  13  years.  This  disease  although  of  little 
consequence  clinically  as  far  as  the  patient  is  concerned  is  likely  to  have 
a very  serious  effect  on  the  developing  child,  should  the  disease  be 
contracted  by  the  expectant  mother  during  the  early  months  of  pregnancy. 

No  case  of  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year, 
and  only  one  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified,  a most  satisfactory 
position. 

In  conclusion  I would  record  my  appreciation  of  the  loyal 
co-operation  of  Mr.  L.  Hall  and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
and  of  the  support  given  to  me  by  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and 
by  Officials  of  the  Council.

PHYSICAL  AND  SOCIAL 


The  county  district  of  Irlam  in  Lancashire  is  roughly  square  in 
formation  with  sides  over  three  and  half  miles  long. 

The  District  boundaries  on  the  North  march  with  those  of  Tyldesley, 
Worsley  and  Leigh,  on  the  South  with  the  Manchester  Ship  Canal,  on  the  East 
with  Eccles  and  on  the  West  with  the  banks  of  the  River  Glaze. 

The  residents  are  thus  provided  with  an  area  quasi-rural  in 
character,  which  makes  a relieving  contrast  to  the  industrial  nature  of  the 
district  on  its  southern  borders. 

A variety  of  industries  is  carried  on  in  the  district.  The 
following  list  is  a brief  summary:- 

Steel  and  iron  works,  soap  works,  margarine  and  lard  manufacturies, 
coal  tips,  tar  works,  general  engineering,  timber  storage,  and  market 
gardening. 

POPULATION 

The  resident  population  of  Irlam  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
in  mid-1970  yas  20,330.

In  addition  to  the  resident  population  large  numbers  from  outside 
the  district  journey  daily  to  and  from  the  various  works  in  the  district.

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  for  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales  for  1970  was  16.0. 

STILLBIRTHS 

The  number  of  registered  stillbirths  was  5,  giving  a rate  per 
1,000  total  births  of  13.  The  average  for  the  years  1965-1969  was  17*5 
per  1,000  total  births. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY 

No  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  1970. 


INFANT  MORTALITY 


There  were  8 deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age,  6 of  which 
occurred  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  life.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was 
22  per  1,000  live  births.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1970  was 
18.0. 


The  average  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  district  for  the  years 
1965-1969  was  11.8  per  1,000  live  births.

The  tdal  number  of  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  after  the 
necessary  adjustments  for  inward  and  outward  transfers  was  186.  This  gave 
a death  rate  of  9.1  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with  10.3  in 
1969. 

The  death  rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  11.7  per 
1,000  of  the  total  population. 

UNCERTIFIED  DEATHS  AND  INQUESTS 

During  the  year  there  were  28  deaths  (16  male,  12  female)  in 
which  the  causes  of  death  were  certified  after  post-mortem  examination 
and/or  coroner* s inquests.

The  average  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  cancer  over  the  five  years 
1966-1970  has  been  2.06  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  this  compares  with  a 
national  rate  for  1970  of  2.39.  The  average  death  rate  from  cancer  of  the 
lung  and  bronchus  over  the  same  five  years  in  the  district  has  been  0.65 
compared  with  a National  rate  of  0.62  for  1970.

Twenty-one  deaths  were  attributed  to  diseases  of  Ihe  respiratory 
system  (excluding  cancer)  giving  a death  rate  of  1.03  per  1,000  of  the 
population  as  compared  with  1.23  in  1969. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


Two  new  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  (males  aged  29  years 
and  44  years)  were  notified  during  1970.  There  were  no  deaths  from  the 
disease  in  1970.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during 
the  year  was  156,  (7  being  infective  jaundice,  6 scarlet  fever,  and  90 
measles).  This  shows  an  increase  of  97  on  the  previous  year. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  once  again  that  there  were  no  cases 
of  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  in  the  district  during  the  year.

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 


Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  is  at  the  present  time,  offered 
free  to  all  persons  between  the  ages  of  six  months  and  forty  years.  In 
addition,  Doctors  and  their  families,  hospital  workers,  expectant  mothers, 
persons  going  to  visit  or  reside  outside  Europe,  Canada,  or  U.S.A.,  dental 
surgeons  and  their  staffs  and  families  are  also  eligible  for  vaccination. 
During  the  year  only  oral  vaccination  was  carried  out  utilising  vaccine 
developed  by  Dr.  Sabin,  which  in  addition  to  being  much  more  easily 
administered,  gives  a greater  degree  of  protection  against  the  disease. 

This  vaccine  is  given  by  drops  on  sugar  lumps  or  as  a syrup  by  spoon  to 
young  children. 


As  with  other  immunological  procedures  the  work  is  carried  out  at 
Local  Health  Authority  Clinics  or  by  the  family  practitioner.

B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council  parents  of 
children  about  to  leave  school  may  be  invited  to  consent  to  their  children 
being  skin-tested  for  susceptibility  to  tuberculosis  and  to  their  being 
vaccinated  against  the  disease  should  this  be  necessary. 

Vaccination  against  Measles 

Vaccination  against  measles  was  continued  during  the  year, 

256  children  were  protected  compared  with  138  during  1969. 

ALLOCATION  OF  COUNCIL  HOUSES 

Cc-operation  has  continued  during  the  year  between  the  Health  and 
Housing  Departments  with  regard  to  the  allocation  of  homes  for  those 
applicants  with  medical  priority. 

Medical  priority  dealt  with  on  a points  basis  is  allocated 
after  consideration  of  confidential  report  from  the  family  doctor  and 
additional  information  received  from  the  staff  of  the  Health  and 
Welfare  Department. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

Under  section  47  of  this  Act  ( amended  in  1 951 ) a local  authority 
may  apply  to  a court  for  an  Order  for  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital 
or  Part  III  accommodation  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  which 
they  are  unable  to  provide  for  themselves  and  which  they  are  not 
receiving  from  other  persons. 

No  case  arose  during  the  year  in  which  it  was  necessary  to  take 
action  under  this  section.

ICE  CREAM 


The  position  regarding  the  sale  and  manufacture  of  ice-cream 
is  now  fairly  static.  Thirty-two  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale 
of  ice-cream.  With  the  exception  of  one  manufacturer/retailer  all  are 
selling  pre-packed  ice  cream  supplied  by  the  larger  manufacturers  from 
outside  the  district. 


The  temperature  of  the  storage  cabinets  are  checked  regularly 
to  ensure  that  the  provisions  of  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment  etc) 
Regulation  1959  and  1963  are  complied  with.  Conditions  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory,  no  contraventions  being  noted  during  the  year.

MILK  AND  DAIRIES 

The  main  control  of  the  milk  supply  in  the  district  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council.  They  are  responsible  for  all 
licences  and  carry  out  the  routine  sampling  for  adulteration  and  general 
standards. 


Our  role  as  an  Urban  District  is  to  register  distributors 
in  the  district  and  to  inspect  premises  from  which  milk  is  sold  or 
distributed.

The  vehicles  were  inspected  on  average  three  times  during  the 
year  to  ensure  that  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  8c 
Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations  1966  were  being  complied  with.  Apart 
from  minor  contraventions  which  were  remedied  on  request  the  Regulations 
were  being  fully  observed. 


HOUSING 


As  stated  in  previous  Annual  Reports  the  housing  conditions 
in  the  district  are  generally  satisfactory.  A slum  clearance  programme 
is  not  considered  necessary  and  the  few  houses  which  do  become  unfit  are 
dealt  with  by  demolition  or  closing  orders  in  accordance  with  Section  16 
of  the  Housing  Act,  1957.  In  1970  three  houses  were  dealt  with  in  this  way. 

The  implementation  of  the  Housing  Act,  1969  created  a 
considerable  amount  of  extra  work  during  the  year.  Firstly  over  115 
applications  were  received  for  qualification  certificates.  This  meant 
surveying  each  property  and  sending  a list  of  defects  requiring  repair 
to  the  landlords  and  then  resurveying  the  properties  when  the  work  had 
been  completed, prior  to  the  qualification  certificates  being  granted. 

Secondly  the  department  was  involved  in  the  survey  and  preparation 
of  reports  concerning  a general  improvement  area,  which  was  declared  in 
March  1970.  This  area  included  158  properties  making  up  two  streets., 

146  of  the  properties  are  70  year  old  terraced  houses  and  12  are  modern 
semi-detached  built  40  years  ago.  In  addition  to  surveys  and  reports  a 
considerable  amount  of  public  relations  work  had  to  be  done  to  sell  the  idea 
to  the  residents.  The  department  was  also  given  the  responsibility  for 
liasing  with  the  other  departments  involved  and  became  the  ’’clearing  house” 
for  all  the  information  required  for  such  a scheme. 
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A public  meeting  was  held  in  June  1970,  but  prior  to  that  two 
coach  loads  of  residents  from  the  general  improvement  area  were  taken  to 
Skelmersdale  and  shown  the  type  of  improvement  work  envisaged  for  their 
streets.  This  impressed  the  residents  who  responded  at  the  public  meeting 
by  giving  the  scheme  their  complete  approval.  The  meeting  which  was 
attended  by  200  people  began  with  an  exhibition  of  drawings,  photographs 
and  most  important  a model  of  the  completed  scheme. 

Following  the  meeting  the  council  approached  the  problem  of 
area  improvement  in  a new  way,  by  writing  to  all  the  owners  in  the  area 
and  offering  to  purchase  everyone  of  the  properties.  A considerable 
number  of  owners  responded  and  negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  property 
began  immediately.  The  fact  that  many  owners  were  willing  to  sell  to  the 
council  allowed  the  authority  to  put  the  work  of  house  improvement  on  a 
tender  basis.  Detailed  drawings  were  prepared  and  a contract  drawn  up, 
this  was  eventually  put  out  to  tender  in  November  1970.  Meanwhile 
private  applications  for  improvement  grants  were  dealt  with  within  the 
area  and  the  work  got  underway. 

Although  very  rewarding  general  improvement  area  work  takes 
up  a considerable  amount  of  time  including  time  spent  outside  normal  office 
hours  and  has  added  considerably  to  the  amount  of  work  already  undertaken 
by  all  departments  concerned. 


OVERCROWDING 

There  were  no  reported  cases  of  statitory  overcrowding  during  the 

year. 

The  incidence  of  overcrowding  in  out  district  is  minimum.  The 
only  cases  which  appear  from  time  to  time  are  in  the  main  due  to  normal 
family  increases  in  the  occupants  of  small  flats  etc. 

This  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  reflects  very  favourably 
on  the  general  nousing  standards  throughout  the  district. 

RENT  ACT,  1957 

With  the  introduction  of  the  new  Housing  Acts  and  the  emphasis 
on  house  improvement  the  number  of  applications  for  Certificates  of 
Disrepair  has  dropped  quite  considerably  pver  the  past  years. 

These  provisions  are  however  being  used,  by  tenants  on  one 
estate  as  a means  to  get  work  done.  Strangely  enough  this  is  being 
fostered  and  encouraged  by  the  agents  for.  the. properties.

Again  the  emphasis  has  been  on  informal  action  rather  than 
the  service  of  statutory  notices.  This  has  worked  particularly  well  with 
regards  to  choked  or  defective  drains.  166  complaints  were  received, 
which  with  the  exception  of.  5 were  all  cleared  or  repaired  by  informal 
action.  Not  only  has  this  substantially  reduced  the  clerical  work 
involved  but  also  resulted  in  the  work  being  done  much  quicker  than  by 
going  through  the  full  legal  procedures.  In  only  one  case  was  it 
necessary  to  resort  to  legal  proceedings  in  order  to  obtain  a Court  Order, 
for  the  abatement  of  a nuisance  due  to  sanitary  defects.

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


There  has  been  no  change  in  the  position  regarding  licenced 
sites  in  the  district.  Two  sites  are  licenced  each  for  one  caravan. 

The  visits  of  the  true  romany  to  our  district  ceased  some 
years  ago.  In  their  place  we  have  the  travelling  tinkers  or  junkmen. 

Whilst  having  some  sympathy  with  this  type  of  traveller  one  is  always 
relieved  when  they  move  on.  If  they  kept  the  site  clean  during  their 
stay  and  left  it  in  a clean  condition  residents  in  the  neighbourhood 
would  I am  sure  feel  more  kindly  disposed  to  them. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

With  the  exception  of  a few  properties  in  the  Glazebury  Moss  area 
which  are  supplied  by  the  Warrington  Corporation  the  whole  of  the  Urban 
District  is  served  by  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks  Department.  The 
supply  is  constant  and  all  premises  are  supplied  direct  from  the  mains. 

The  water  is  satisfactory  both  in  quality,  and  quantity.  No  information 
is  available  as  to  the  Fluoride  content  of  the  supply. 


WATER  COURSES 

The  natural  water  courses  in  the  district  are  the  Glaze  Brook, 
which  is  the  boundary  of  the  district  on  the  west,  Platts  Brook,  Irlam, 
and  a section  of  the  old  bed  of  the  River  Irwell.  In  addition  to  the 
natural  water  courses  we  have  the  Manchester  Ship  Canal  which  forms  the 
southern  boundary  of  the  district. 

Periodic  inspections  of  the  water  courses  were  made  during  the 
year,  and  conditions  found  to  be  quite  satisfactory. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  position  regarding  drainage  and  sewerage  throughout  the 
district  is  satisfactory.  Apart  from  a few  premises  on  the  moss  area 
all  properties  are  on  the  water  carriage  system. 

A survey  of  the  moss  area  was  carried  out  during  the  year  with  a 
view  to  ascertain  the  exact  position  regarding  sanitary  accommodation  in 
that  area.  The  survey  revealed  that  at  the  end  of  1970  only  eighteen 
premises  were  not  on  the  water  carriage  system.  Also  that  twenty  four 
pail  closets  had  been  retained  on  premises  now  on  the  water  carriage 
system  for  the  use  of  seasonal  farmworkers. 

The  sewage  is  received  and  dealt  with  at  the  Council’s  Sewage 
Works  situated  at  Cumberland  Avenue,  Cadishead,  where  it  is  treated  by  the 
activated  sludge  method  prior  to  discharge  into  the  Glaze  Brook. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 


There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  situated  within  the  district 
boundaries. 

AGRICULTURE  (SAFETY,  HEALTH  AND  WELFARE  PROVISIONS)  ACT,  1956 

Under  this  Act,  the  Council  are  responsible  for  the  enforcement 
of  the  Sections  relating  to  sanitary  accommodation  for  farmworkers. 

During  the  year  all  farms  and  premises  on  the  moss  area  were 
visited.  The  provisions  of  the  Act  were  reasonably  complied  with,  there 
being  no  serious  contraventions.  Minor  matters  were  dealt  with,  without 
any  formal  action. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  I960 

Complaints  regarding  noise  are  in  the  main  due  to  either 
thoughtlessness  or  carelessness  on  the  part  of  persons  in  pursuit  of 
their  own  pleasure  or  gain.  In  most  cases  these  are  solved  by  pointing 
out  to  them  that  they  are  disturbing  other  people. 

There  are, however,  quite  a number  of  cases  where  a solution 
is  not  so  readily  available.  In  every  case  complaints  are  thoroughly 
investigated  and  suggestions  made  to  either  eliminate  the  noise  or  reduce 
it  to  a minimum  acceptable  level. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

As  we  have  previously  encountered  progress  in  the  fight  for 
a cleaner  atmosphere  was  threatened  by  a fuel  crisis.  Existing  Smoke 
Control  Orders  were  suspended  and  tie  operative  date  for  one  area,  being 
deferred  for  an  extra  period  of  six  months.  This  at  first  appeared 
to  be  a disaster,  statements  such  as  "you  will  never  get  back  to 
smokeless  fuel"  were  the  order  of  the  day.  The  reverse  was  in  fact  the 
case.  Apart  from  a few  pensioners  who  for  financial  reasons  reverted 
to  coal  for  the  period  of  suspension,  by  far  the  majority  managed  to  get 
smokeless  fuel  and  continued  to  use  it  in  spite  of  the  suspension.  The 
so  called  setback  proved  one  thing  without  any  doubt,  that  the  people  of 
the  district  are  now  with  the  Council  in  their  efforts  to  reduce  the 
amount  of  pollution  in  the  atmosphere. 

The  collection  of  data  regarding  the  pollution  level  in  the 
district  continued  throughout  the  year.  We  have  three  stations  in  our 
area  which  form  part  of  a network  covering  practically  the  whole  of 
South  East  Lancashire  and  North  Cheshire.  The  apparatus  in  our  district 
for  the  measurement  of  smoke  and  S.0.2  are  situated  at  - 

Child  Welfare  Clinic,  Longfield  Lodge,  Cadishead. 

Child  Welfare  Clinic,  515/521  Liverpool  Road,  Irlam. 

C.W.S.  Margarine  Works,  Irlam. 
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There  is  also  a deposit  gauge  situated  at  Lynton  Avenue, 

Cadishead,  for  the  specific  purpose  of  recording  dust  deposits  from  the 
steelworks  and  Roadstone  Plant. 

Apart  from  the  pollution  from  the  steelworks  the  position 
relating  to  industry  is  good.  All  boiler  plant  is  satisfactory  and 
capable  of  being  operated  well  within  the  provision  of  the  Clean  Air  Act.

Seventy  "general  inspections"  were  carried  out  and  forty-nine 
revisits  were  made  during  the  year,  making  a total  of  one  hundred  and 
nineteen  inspections.  A total  of  472  persons  are  employed  in  premises 
registered  by  the  local  authority.  This  is  an  increase  of  30  over  the 
previous  year,  proving  that  although  the  number  of  registered  premises  is 
slowly  decreasing  the  number  of  persons  employed  is  steadily  increasing. 


The  provisions  of  the  Act  were  reasonably  being  observed.  One 
accident  was  reported  which  was  caused  by  an  insecure  fastening  to  a 
cellar  loading  door.

SWIMMING  POOL 

Six  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  pool  for  chemical  analysis 
and  two  for  bacteriological  examination.  The  results  of  the  analyses  were 
all  satisfactory  and  once  again  the  pool  Manager  is  to  be  complimented  on 
the  high  standard  maintained. 

Routine  visits  were  also  made  to  check  the  cleanliness  of  the 
vending  machines,  and  the  cafe  precincts.  On  no  occasion  was  there  any 
cause  for  complaint. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


The  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  disease  was  almost 
three  times  greater  than  the  previous  year,  but  the  number  of  cases 
requiring  visits  by  the  inspectorate  was  exactly  halved.  The  number  of 
notifications  only  high-lights  the  actual  case,  but  does  not  give  any 
indication  of  the  work  involved  in  prevention  and  checking  by  means  of 
specimens  etc.  Whilst  only  four  cases  of  dysentery  and  one  of  food 
poisoning  were  notified,  over  seventy  specimens  of  faeces  were  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination.

MORTUARY 

The  mortuary  which  is  situated  at  the  rear  of  Longfield  Lodge, 
Cadishead,  is  maintained  by  the  department.  As  a normal  routine  the 
mortuary  is  cleansed  by  a part-time  mortuary  attendant  three  times  each 
week  and  after  use.  During  1970  the  mortuary  was  used  on  22  occasions 
and  the  causes  of  death  were  as  follows:

DISINFESTATION 

The  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  General  Assistant 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector.

The  only  alarming  feature  is  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
infestations  by  bed  bugs.  A careful  check  was  made  as  to  the  cause 
in  every  case  reported  and  without  doubt  the  main  source  of  infestation 
is  from  the  purchase  of  second-hand  furniture.  Four  cases  were  traced 
directly  to  a person  who  had  emigrated  and  sold  furniture  to  the 
neighbours  before  leaving  the  country. 

All  infestations  were  successfully  treated  with  proprietary 
brands  of  insecticide  in  either  liquid  or  powder  form  depending  on  the  type 
of  insect  and  situation  of  the  infestation.

A 1 0%  test  baiting  of  sewer  manholes  in  October  gave  a satisfactory 
result,  only  one  ’take'  being  recorded.  Later  tests  after  treatment  in  the 
area  of  the  ’take*  gave  negative  results. 

CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT,  1967 

The  Civic  Amenities  Act  has  four  main  parts.  The  only  part 
which  we  as  a department  have  to  enforce  is  Part  III  Sections  18-23 
inclusive.  These  sections  deal  with  the  control  of  dumping  and  the  removal 
and  disposal  of  abandoned  vehicles  and  other  refuse.  The  Act  la>s  down 
the  procedure  to  be  adopted  which  has  to  be  strictly  adhered  to  in  order 
to  prevent  action  against  the  Council  for  wrongful  removal. 


During  the  year  six  cars  were  removed  from  various  parts  of  the 
district  and  the  full  procedure  adhered  to.  Facilities  are  available  at 
the  refuse  tip  for  residents  to  deposit  unwanted  cars  for  disposal  by  the 
department. 

PETROLEUM  (REGULATION)  ACTS,  1928  - 1957

Forty  visits  were  made  to  licenced  premises  to  ensure  that  the 
provisions  of  the  Petroleum  Acts  and  Conditions  of  Licence  were  being 
complied  with.  Apart  from  minor  items  (i.e.  failure  to  replace  signs 
or  notices  etc.  after  redecorating)  conditions  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 
General 

It  is  again  pleasing  to  report  that  the  Cleansing  Service  was 
maintained  at  a high  level  of  efficiency  and  that  the  weekly  collection  of 
household  refuse  was  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

Whilst  much  has  been  said  about  increased  productivity  very  few 
give  a thought  or  realize  the  extent  of  increased  productivity  within  the 
refuse  collection  and  disposal  services.  Every  new  house,  every  additional 
bin  together  with  the  extra  refuse  caused  by  the  introduction  of  smoke 
control  areas  must  of  necessity  mean  an  increase  in  productivity  if  no 
further  men  are  engaged.  During  the  year  under  review  79  new  premises  were 
added  to  the  rounds  and  212  extra  bins  required  emptying.  Salvage  collected 
was  increased  to  over  650  tons  with  a corresponding  increase  in  income.

The  above  comparison  shows  how  the  policy  of  allowing  three  days 
without  a doctors  note  is  liable  to  be  abused.  Absenteeism  or  time  taken 
off  without  pay  has  dropped  by  1 42days  whilst  sickness  has-  increased  by 
163  days.  Based  on  a five  day  working  week  the  972  days  represents  the 
equivalent  of  3.73  men  absent  for  the  whole  of  the  year  or  1 8°^  of  the 
establishment.

Whilst  the  actual  amount  of  household  refuse  collected  was 
greater  than  in  previous  years,  the  number  of  loads  were  reduced.  This 
is  the  effect  of  utilizing  larger  vehicles  for  collection  which  allows 
more  time  on  the  round  and  less  time  in  travelling  to  and  discharging 
at  the  tip. 
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In  addition  to  the  above  over  4,500  visits  were  made  to  the  tip 
by  residents  in  the  district  to  tip  garden  refuse  and  refuse  from  home 
improvements  etc. 

This  together  with  the  collection  of  bulky  furniture  etc.  has 
done  much  to  rid  the  district  of  the  unsightly  dumps  which  were  common 
throughout  the  area. 

The  income  from  tipping  charges  for  trade  waste  for  the  year 
was  £301 .80. 

No  charge  is  made  for  waste  matter  deposited  by  other  departments 
of  the  Council.

Salvage 

For  the  first  time  the  tonnage  figure  for  salvage  collected  has 
shown  a slight  decrease.  The  amount  of  decrease  represents  two  loads  of 
paper  and  one  of  textiles  over  the  full  year.  It  does  however,  suggest 
that  we  are  near  the  peak  of  possible  salvage  collection  for  our  district. 
The  income  for  the  year  however  was  £200  higher  than  the  previous  year
